Mr. D. Bradford - Principal 


Three years ago, Mr. Bradford and his family 
travelled from Quebec to take up residency in 
Edmonton so that he could become the principal of 
Bonnie Doon. Besides his administrative duties he is 
actively involved in the school’s athletic program. He 
coaches both cross-country and track and field and 
also plays on the staff hockey, volleyball, basketball 
and softball teams. 


Mr. Bradford feels that the most important role of a 
High School principal is that of instructional 
leadership. This implies giving assistance to the 
teachers and to evaluate the programs being offered 
to the students. In general, it is to see that the 
operation of the school is such that it provides the 
best facilities and conditions that will not only 
promote good learning habits but will also create an 
enjoyable environment in which to learn. 


As for the feasibility of the semester system, Mr. 
Bradford stated that for the majority of students it 
is not the most favorable option. It does not 
necessarily lead to the students having sufficient 
time to get steeped in the subject areas they are 
studying. It is perhaps good for the more advanced 
student who can pick up a subject very quickly. 


He wasn’t sure that the school spirit in the High 
Schools was low but rather that the interest of the 
students getting involved in school activities was 


low. There are causes which have nothing to do 
with school. There are those who work after school 
and do not have the time to get involved in school 
activities. This is the crux of the matter. 


Although we came close to making a change to the 
64 minute class in place of the usual 80 minutes, Mr. 
Bradford stated that there were some stipulations 
which made it impossible to implement at the time. 


According to Mr. Bradford, there are three possible 
reasons to account for our declining school 
population. One is the general trend of people 
moving to the outlying areas such as Sherwood 
Park. Second, we don’t have the full range of 
vocational programs to offer a student as does 
Harry Ainlay. A third possible cause is that McNally 
did a very good job of marketing their school 
programs to the feeder schools. 


His most memorable experiences so far at Bonnie 
Doon have been the ones that have been interesting 
and fun to look back on. In general, those which 
deal with working with the students be it track and 
field or with the staff playing a hockey game or at 
awards night or walking down the hall or seeing 
one’s car decorated from stem to stern because it 
was his birthday which seemed to say - ‘‘you’re one 
of us!”’
